BERLIN, Aug. 21.—The Danzig cor- 
ridor is almost clear of Russians today. 

The Russian retreat is on a big scale 
with the Red cavalry fleeing more be- 
fore the Polish threat than from actual 
attacks. 

Soldau is the most important city 
that has been observed. The German 
safety police are preparing to intern 
thousands of Russians who stepped 
over the border, north of Soldau. 

Reports from the frontier, state it 
is possible that the bulk of the 90,000 
Russian army strong, may be driven 
into internment. However, 30,000 Rus- 
sian cavalry, escaping easily through 
the narrow door between the corridor 
and Ciechanow are using Mlawa as a 
base. , 
Many Poles Interned. 

The Germans are worried because 
their only big internment camp already 
holes 3,000 Poles. They fear trouble 
may 'come when thousands of Russians 
arrive and are turn in among them. 
They are alarmed over Polish threats 
of revenge against Soldau, which is 
largely a German town, and over which 
was hoisted’ the German flag when the 
Russian General Rewa arrived and 
swore that the town would remain 
German. Polish aviators recently 
pombed the town and threw proclama- 
tions town, saying it would be wiped 
sut because it welcomed the Russians.

war is raging. Two thousand Poles 
marching into Kattowitz are said to be 
fighting the German police and killing 
many Germans.

more and more critical, with the Poles 
in pursuit of some of the enemy de- 
tachments which are retreating in dis- 
order in the direction of Ostrow.

“MACHINE 
MEET ATTACK 


AND INJUNCTION 
BALK SUFFRAGE 


to Prevent Quorum 


Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 21.—Although 
Tennessee’ 8 ratification of the federal 
woman suffrage amendment stood on 
the legislativ® record of the lower 
house of the legislature tonight as 
finally confirmed, a snar! of legal and 
legislative technicalities remained to be 
disposed of before the action can be 
certified. 

Suffrage atipedetedts, who had ridden 
roughshod in the house during the day 
over every obstacle thrown in their , 
way, claimed full legislative triumph. 
They declared that only a temporary 
injunction secured by the antis pre- 
vented immediate certification te Sec- 
retary Colby at Washington. 

On the other hand, Speaker Walker, 
leader of the opposition, and many of 
his lieutenants said the suffragists had 
ruined their cause and that even should 
the courts eventually hold ratification 
legal, litigation would so delay a fina! 
decision that the amendment would not 
figure in the November ¢lection 
less some other state ratified it. 

Members Flee to Alabama. 

Meanwhile, twenty-five members of 
the house opposed to suffrage were in 
Decatur, Ala., evading service in the 
house for the avowed purpose of pre- 
venting any legislative action im the 
state until a new legislature shall have 
been elected in November. They hur. 
ried across the state line in a body 
early today before the house convened. 

The restraining order, granted by 
Judge Langford of the chancery court, 
‘s returnable in five days. It was is- 
sued on an application contending that 
under the state constitution this legis- 
lature has no power to page on the 
suffrage amendment. 

Gov, Roberts and other officials were 
forbidden to certify to Washingtop 
that ratification had been completed 
and speakers of the senate and house 
restrained from taking any action 
toward ratification until the matter is 
heard by the court. 

House Seven Short of Quorum. 

When the house met this morning . 
all the suffragists and a sprinkling 
of the opposition members were in 
their seats. A roll call showed fifty - 
nine members present, or seven short 
of a quorum. Speaker Walker de- 
clared a recess and ordered the ser- 
geant at arms to arrest absentees. 
The official reported that none of the 
missing members — to be in 
the city. 


declaring that action on the suffrage 
amendment was not a state but a fed- 
eral matter, and that the state laws 
as regards a quorum of the house did 
not apply, moved that the Walker mo- 
ti@n for reconsideration fe called from 
the journal and acted upon. Speaker 
Walker requested him to put the mo- 
tion in writing that it might be spread 
on the journal. It was done. 
Puts Suffragist in Chair, 

Walker ruled the motion out . of 
order for lack of a quorum, and added 
that the injunction just served upon 
him also stood in the way. On an 
appeal the house failed to sustain the 
ruling and Walker called Representa. 
tive Joe Odle, suffragist, to the chair. 

Odle ordered a roll call on Riddick’s 
motion for reconsidgration. Walker 
made a point of order that there was 
no quorum, but was ignored and the 
suffragists defeated the motion to re 
consider by a vote of 50 to 9. 

Riddick then moved that the house 
transmit to the senate in the usual 
manner the senate joint resolution rat- 
ifying the amendment. Again Walker 
made a point of no quorum and also 
challenged the right of the speaker 
pro tem. to put any motion relating to 
the amendment in view of the “ injunc- 
tion restraining the sveaker of the 
house.”

NO EXCUSE FOR 
PROFITEERING: 


Changes Tod Slight to Be 
Felt. 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—[Spe- | 


cial.]J--The freight rate increase re- 
verntly granted the railroads by the 
interstate commerce commission wil) 
‘not be a justifiable cause for piling an 
other burden on the ultimate consum- 
er’s pocketbook. This is the conviction 
of railroad operators, labor statisti- 
clans, and government officials, includ- 
ng officials of the department of jus- 
tice. 

“The publie should be forewarned,” 
says the Pennsylvania railroad in a 
statement issued here presenting fig- 
ures to prove its contention, “ and fore- 
armed against any attempts to take 
advantage of the freight rate advance 
for the purpose of justifying profiteer- 


ing.” 
Rate Increase Small. 
The warning of the railroad company 
‘'s backed up with figures showing how 
slightly the retail prices of commodities 
should be affected by the rate increases. 
“While it is true,” says the Penn. 
syivania statement, “that in the case 
of some few articles and commodities 
small increases in price may be justi- 
fed, nevertheless the amounts which 
in any instance could fairly be adued 
to the present prices are a smal) freac- 
tion of the whole, and in the case of 
practically every article or commodity 
of daily consumptjon the increases in 
transportation charges are relatively 
s0 small as to be practically negligible. 

How it Effects Consumer. 

t us see what these figures mean 
to the household consumer who buys 
flour by the sack, eggs and oranges by 
the dozen, ard butter by the pound. 

“Most flour is shipped in carloai 
lots. Taking the rate from Minneap- 
olis to Philadelphia, the 40 per cent 
increase will amount to 33 cents per 
barrel of 200 pounds. On a twenty-four 
pound sack of flour this will be just a 
trifle less than 4 cents. Even if the 
flour is shipped in less than carivad 
lots, the increase in the freight charse 
per twenty-four pounds would pe 7 
cents. 

“As a crate of eggs contains thirty 
dozen, a glance at the table will show 
that on a carload shipment the added 
freight charges would be about haif a 
cent per dozen eggs, and in the less 
than carload lot shipment about two- 
thirds of a cent a dozen. 

“Similarly, it will be observed that 
the Increased freight charges on butter 
per pound from Chicago to Philadel- 
phia, when sent in carload lots, would 
be about four mills, and on less than 
carload lots less than 5% mills—in the 
one case a little less than and in. the 
other a little more than mane a cent a 
pound, 

“On packing house i such 
as ham, bacon, lard, and canned meats 
shipped from Chicago to Philadelphia 
in car load lots, after the advanced 
rates become effective the increased 
charge will be 1.7 mills on each pound,

Live stock handlers employed by 
stockyards commission firms who have 
signed up to join the new union may 
be without jobs tomorrow. The 110 
companies composing the live stock 
exchange have voted to discharge any 
stock handler who affiliates himself 
with the new union. As nearly all the 
600 handlers have signed up, they will 
face dismissal unless some agreement 
is reached at a meeting to be held this 
afternoon. 


Every effort to come to some agree- 
ment will be made, as it is feared the 
dispute may result in a genera] strike 
throughout the stockyards. 

The stock handlers have been the 

only unorganized labor at the «yards. 
Some time ago plans for forming a 
union were discussed. The employers 
informed the workers that, while they 
had no objections to the men forming 
an association among themselves, any 
move to affiliate With other unions in 
the yards would be considered grounds 
for discharge. Disregarding the warn- 
ing, the men organized and affiliated 
themselves with the other unions, it is 
declared.

Jones Law Passed. |

out here with the distinct job of hust- 
ling along affairs so that we could get 
out from under the responsibilities of 
this farflung burden that we were oar 
| rying at arms length. 

While the American business men 
here raged and tore their hair at our 
new policy Mr: Harrison quietly went 
about the business of turning over the 
government to the Filipinos. Scores 
of good and true Americans who had 
years of splendid service behind them 
were turned out without a word. 

Rash Stable. Government. 

In the*preamble of the Jones Dill 
there appeared im the second paragraph 
this. pledge: “Whereas it is and has 
always been the purpose of the people 
of the United States to withdraw their 
sovereignty over the Philippine Islands 
and to recognize their independence as 
soon as a stable government can be 
established . ,.«i”" It was to es- 
tablish this “stable government” as 
Quickly as/‘ ‘possible. that everything 
was tuned to.

Food prices were exorbitant, but ‘the neces- 
saries of life could usually be obtained at the 
municipal markets. The condition at the rail- 
road terminals was beyond imagination. De- 
liveries were delayed months after the ship- 
ments had arrived in the city, and there were 
instances where goods had remained on the” 
docks and in freight houses for several years, 
smothered under crates of merchandise moun- 
tains high. Meat was scarce and at times un- 
procurable. It was not in jest that coal was 
referred to as worth its weight in gold. Those 
who had it guarded it as if it were jewelry or 
in cellars. 


Every citizen who possessed cael, food- 
stéffs, or private property of value was forced 
to employ watchmen or guards to protéct it, 
for burglary was the commonest of everyday 
ecourrences, and the police force was utterly 
incapable of preventing crime. Ten thousand 
men may have been adequate in former days’ 


“to a population of 4,000,000, but 20,000 were 


practically helpless with 8,000,000. ‘They 
were totally unable to cope with the traffic, 
or tc enforce any sort of order in the streets. 
Every window wts siicsies barred up to the 
third story. 

Those who still kept motor cars; and wished 
to go to a place of amusement, parked them 
along the side streets and walked to the the- 
aters, where one was admitted only on. pay- 
ing in gold and in the order of arrival. 
Tickets, in view of the prevalence of counter- 
feiting, were valueless. | 

Art flourished, to be sure, because art was 
the only unregulated industry. You can’t 

make a man sing or act without paying him! 
But going to the theater had -become a haz- 
ardous adventure. After the first winter, no- 
body even tried to go to the municipal! opera, 
the municipal*theater, or the municipal sym- 
phony céncerts, fine as they were, on account 
of’ the danger of getting there. On the open- 
ing night, when Caruso sang at the premiere 
of Walter Damrosch’s new opera, “ Kahlil,” 
thirteen women were trampled to death, two 
men were stabbed, and there were forty-three 
felonious assaults and robberies. i 

It was like medieval times. People did not 
go anywhere alone, on account of the preva- 
lence of thieves and highwaymen, who often 
wore evening dress. Hosts and their guests 
went in parties, the men armed and preceded 
and followed by husky guards. Dead bodies, 
lying where they had fallen upon the streets, 
were no uncommon sight. No woman could 
venture forth alone in safety. -Young girls 
who laughed at precaution disappeared and 
were never thereafter heard of. A prominent 
banker, escorting his 20 year old daughter to 
the theater, was attacked on Broadway, his 
neck broken, and the young woman carried 
bodily off. Street fighting went on all the 
time, and no one dared interfere. Killings 
growing out of quarrels occurred constantly, 
and murder under the guise of veipedietanen sate 
Was an ordinary matter. 

_ Of course, I am giving the more sensational 
side of the picture. Life went on side by side 
with all this, and in spite of it, just as it did 
600 years ago in Rome, Paris, and London, 
where somewhat similar conditions obtained. 
You can get used to anything, just as a 
soldier in the trenches learns to live under 
fire and think nothing of it. And this had 
taken a long time in coming. Really, the vio- 
lence was the least obnoxious part of it. 

The deadly thing was the lack of sanitation 
and the impossibility of securing proper medi- 
cab.attendance. A doctor could not, under 
normal conditiens, answer a call upon the 
same day. Often it was two or three before 
he arrived, when, to be sure, there was usual- 
ly no longer any need for him. 

‘There was also a peculiar aspect of the 
medical situation that presented an added 
difficulty. After the great strike of the doc- 


* public officers, and thus deprived of the power 
of collective bargaining. Instead, the board 
of estimate and apportionment undertook to 
prepare a schedule of hours and rates, which 
was duly passed by the board of aldermen 
and approved by the mayor. 

_ A&A doctor had to come when he was sent 
for, or he was guilty of a felony and punish- 
able by imprisonment, and he. could only 
charge a specified sum; but you had to wait 
your turn. He could dawdle all he wanted 
_to. In a word, he could employ the “ca’ 
canny” system, the “strike on the job,” or 
any other method he chose, and you were 
helpless. You can’t drive an unwilling horse 
pleased.

him to come at once. If the bag was large 
enough, the doctor might go. Otherwise, he 
. fulfilled a call at One Hundred and Nine 
teenth street at the legal rate of $7.50. Rich 
people, in fact, carried their family: physi- 
cians, under fictitious names, upon their pay 
rolis, at enormous salaries, taus assuring 
themselves of their service. People died by 
thousands for lack ef medieal care, And 
after they had died they went unburied for 
lack of transportation and anybody to bury 
The administration of the law had become 
a farce so far as the trial or disposition of 
cases was concerned. The court calendars 
were years behind. _A suit would be reached 
in about five years after it had been begun. 
But when it finally came up in court there 
could be no certainty about when it would be 
actually disposed of, since there was no know- 
be on hand. 

A case might go on finely for a week, and , 
then, owing to some dislocation in the trans- 
portation service, a juryman would fail to 
appear, and the whole proceeditig end in 
nothing. Even the excellent system of having 

substitute jurors did remedy the diff- 
culty. It was made a court rule that no ad- 
journment for such reasons could be taken 
for more than three days, and while trials 
were in progress it became customary for 
everybody to remgin on hand, sleeping in 
their ~ offices or improvising accommodations 
as best they could. But the pressure of busi- 
mess had becqme so great that even after the 
case had at last been tried it took the judge 
several months before he could sign the | 
necessary papers, ahd in an equity matter he 
generally did not hand down his opinion for 
a year or so. 

‘The result of all this was, paradoxically 


enough, rather a beneficial one. People did 


not go to law. They either smashed each 
other’s heads or left the settlement of the 
dispute “to an arbitrator. The Tombs was 
always crowded, and prisoners charged with 
crime had to be quartered as private citizens 
when no other lodgings were available; and 
the criminal trial calendars were so congested 
that only prison cases were tried, and if a 
man could only manage to get bail he might 
reasonably look forward to half a lifetime of 
delay before he would be brought to the bar 


ef justice. In a word, the whole system of 


the administration of criminal law broke 
down, and there woulé have been almost com- 
plete immunity for crime had the private 
citizen not taken the law into his own hands. 

Every house owner, although it was 
against the law, had a machine gun to pro- 
tect his property against looters. It sounds 
incredible, yet actually the situation tended 
to adjust itself. dt was probably no worse 
than any western mining camp during the 
days of the gold rush. Frankly, it was by 
no means the chief element of discontent. 
The ‘fact that citizens had to do their own 
police work, defend their property, and pun- 
ish evildoers themselves, instead of having it 
done for them, was vastly less distressing 
than the inability to procure food and fuel. 
That was serious. One can manage te pro- 
tect oneself from the wild beasts in a jungle, 
‘but one cannot keep from starving there if 
there be no food. 

I realize that I am still a Jong way from 
Tarnow, but, as I said, Tarnow, Margaret, 
and Paul Christopher were, after all, only 
incidents. The vital drama lay in the whole 
general situation. The story of those three 
was just an ironic touch that does not par- 
ticularly adorn the tale, even though it may 
help point a moral. It was merely what gave 
the laugh to Tarnow’s dream. So, before I 
speak of Tarnow’ and of Margaret, let me go 
on with my account of the conditions for 
which he was so largely responsible and of 
which he was so nearly the victim. : 


Am I clear about the seemingly prepos-” 


terous fact that we had reverted ta medieval 
conditions without appreciating it? I sup- 


The, trick is over and done in one place be- 


fore it begins in another. And because it is . 
done already in one place the next goes more — 


easily. . Certainly we were actually in the 
throes of a revolution, only we did not know 
it; and, as it turned out, had we in fact known 
it, we would not have realized against what 
we were in revolt. That is the crux of the 
story—the “twist,” as the dramatists say, 
that makes it worth recording again after all 


these years. for, while what happened on 


May 1,.1929, is perfectly well known, I do 
not think that anybody has ever pointed ie 
the irony of it. 

The failure of delegated authority aaa the 
reassumption of individual means of self- 
protection, recaption of property, and the 


settlement of personal difficulties led natur- 
ally to a banding together of those who had — 


interests in common or who held similar po- 
litical opinions. The prevalence of spites and 
informers—agents provocateurs as they used 
to be called—ied people to distrust al) those 
whom they@did not know well and whose 
loyalty had not been tested by experience. 

A poor man simply had to have a patron 
to get anything. No city official would move 
without a bribe. Every sort of vice flour- 


ished openly, for it was, in fact, protected ; 


(not prosecuted) by | the authorities. Private 
stills would have made drunkenness more 
usual than it was had it not been for the 
scarcity of corn, potatees, or the other sim- 
ple ingredients essential to the distillation 
of alcohol. Life was a nightmare of laissez- 
faire, since those who had enough money or 
pull could do whatever they wanted and the 
rest had to suffer privation, cold, sickness, 
and misery without amelioration. ~ 


It is doubtful if there had ever been so 


‘much suffering among the great body of 
people before or since, even in Russia. This 


was due almost entirely to the terrible con- 


fusion, uncertainty as to what was going to : 


happen, and the physical crowding of the 
city. I have hinted at this before; to describe 
it would be impossible. The best evidence 
of the point which this had reached ts to be 
found in the famous “ Three Day Shift Ordi- 
nance of 1927.” 


Yet at the time of which I 


write this extraordinary development of — 


metropolitan existence had come to be taken 
as a matter of course. Over three years be- 
fore the congestion of the subways had be- 
come so great and aftended with such a loss 
of life that tickets were sold for individual 
‘seats—as on a Pullman train—and those who 
could not afford them were obliged to stand 
in line for hours to get either down or up 
town.

The mockery 
of the situation lay in the fact that while 
the municipality did have -money—tem- 
porarily—in the treasury with which it might 
have distributed food to the unemployed, it 
could not, owing to traffic conditions, get the 
food into the city.

People who 
under different conditions would have saved 
their money gave themselves over to unre- 
strained extravagance, for as the state 
grabbed everything when a man died there 
was no object in accumulating it even for 
charity. Therefore, anybody who had money 
spent it. It was the old frenzy of “ eat, drink, 
and be merry, for tomorrow we die!” The 
restaurants were full of wasters throwing 
their money right and left for whatever 
could be had. The only thing that was plen- 


_ tiful was wine. The hoarding had been so 


universal in 1919 that so far as alcohol was 
concerned there seemed to be no end to 
the supply of drink. Many a man has sat 
by an empty: grate on a freezing night warm- 
ing himself with a bottle of Krug. And 


there was a frenzy for dancing that sur-— 


passed the antebellum craze of 1913. Even 
Tarnow danced, if you can imagine it! 


The most sinister thing about Tarnow, any- — 


- how, had always been, to me, his youth. One 
usually pictures an extreme radical—a “ red” 
—as an undersized, black, hairy, gaunt, low- 
ering person. Tarnow, on the contrary, was 
a pale blonde, well built and above medium 
h@ight, sleek from good living, with a pair 
of slightly supercilious gray’ eyes | looking 
through round, highly polished gold rimmed 
spectacies. And he was not over thirty! I 
suppose that was why he was so cruel. 

- He had a condescending way that somehow 
flattered people; which proves better than 
anything else the tremendous impression he 
created. They hated him and distrusted him, 
but they perceived his intelligence and sensed 
his power and could not but be complimented 
at his notice. Besides, he was well tailored, 
meticulously clean, spoke with an almost 
pedagogic precision and elegance, and had 
the art of significant silence. 


No one knew what his origin was, but he. 


spoke English without the shadow of an ac- 
cent. I have heard it asserted with great 
vehemence that he was a Russian Pole and 
equally that he was an Austrian Serb—he 
might have been either or both. Anyhow, 
there was something Slavic about him. But 
he could perfectly well have been Scotch- 
Irish, I once met a man who had been to 
high school with him at the College of the 
City of New York—fifteen years before—but 
I never really found out anything about his 
past other than that his real name was Tar- 


nowski, that he was brought up on the east 
side, and that his_mother had red hair. 

His existence first became a matter of 
record when he spoke in favor of the pro- 
posed Russian revolution at Sulzer’s Harlem 
River park on the historic evening before 
Trotzky sailed for Stockholm, taking with 
him the hundred thousand dollars donated 
by certain Wall street bankers who were in- 
terested in the gyrations of the ruble. A 
certain Mme. Palmberg had collected it and 
Tarnow—as Tarnowski—was sotnehow mixed 
up with her, although she was nearly fifty. 
I always suspected that both of them made 
money in rubles, for Mme. Palmberg after- 


wards filed a claim against the alien property 


custodian for three hundred thousand dollars 
and Tarnow has always had plenty of money. 
But after this prerevolutionary appearance 
he never again spoke in public. Also he be- 
came Tarnow. That was in April, 1915. 

The next thing I know about him is that 
he attended the peate conference in Paris in 
December, 1918, as an adviser to the “ bu- 
reau” upon social and political conditions in 
eastern Europe, and it was said that at 
various times during the war he had visited 
Russia. as a confidential agent of the gov- 
ernment. He did not go into the army owing 
to some obscure and polysyllabic pathological 
disability.. At this time he was in high favor 
in White House circles, and could be seen 
almost any evening at the Hotel Crillon, con- 
veying rather too much of an air of mystery 
and importance. The extraordinary thing, 
however, is that he should have been im- 
portant. But there is no doubt about it. 
was. He knew how to capitalize everything. 
He never slipped back an inch. 

And then, when peace was signed, Tarnow 
became socially “the thing.” These were his 
three preliminary stages: One, hjs associa- 
tion with Trotzky in fathering the original 
Russian revolution of November, 1917; two, 
his closeness to high places while the adminis- 
tration was alleged to be mildly flirting with 
radicalism; three, his astonishing social ca- 
reer in New York during the fashionable or 
parlor period of bolshevism. 

It was during this last-stage that I made 
‘his acquaintance, and became his legal ad- 
viser. He had been one of a group of offen- 
sively clever, solemn young men who pub- 


lished a dull monthly paper with a patron-— 


izing air of infallibility. I have sometimes 
thought that for all his seeming brilliance 
Tarnow was very much like the New In- 
ternationalist—at- bottom ponderously super- 
ficial and without a single ray of humor. For 
humor connotes kindliness, and he, they, and 
it had none. Certainly his cleverness was 

Posing as a detached and dispassionate in- 

tellectual he was, in fact, ravaged by the 
worm of jealousy, consumed with envy, 
hatred, malice, and uncharitableness (a fire- 
eating partisan of revolution). Under the 
gold rims of his cold, polished lenses, beneath 
his superior aloofness, and all his talk about 
simplicity, frugality, “ hunger,” his condem- 
nation of everything that was luxurious and 
effete, he was really a voluptuary. It was 
the garishness of life that attracted him. He 
loved everything sumptuous. He craved rich 
food in order that he could make the gesture 
_of refusal, smart friends that he could con- 
descend to them. But this did not prevent 
his eventually eating the entire menu or 
spending every week end on Long island. 
He really had ail the loye of magnificence of 
an oriental. He enjoyed emotional music, 
liked highly spiced dishes- and riotous colors, 
and was a chaser of women. 

He believed that he could profit by 
Trotzky’s example and avoid his mistakes. 
So he had gone deliberately to work to-bring 
about the social cataclysm which has always 
been the dream of the syndicalist in the ex- 
pectation that he could, like his old associate, 
out of the disorder snatch the reins of gov- 
ernment. He was adroit, influential, well in- 
formed, with a wide acquaintance of all sorts 
and—he had Lenin and Trotzky behind him. 

In payment for the hundred thousand dol- 
lars Mme. Palmberg had collected in 1915 
they now sent him millions. It was a “ glit- 
tering” game. And “ glitter” was a favorite 
word of his. Gold torn alike from peasant 
and from prince poured secretly into New 


York to Tarnow’s order. But events proved 
that he was, as I have said, essentially stupid 
-#an egotistical poseur, a victim of the auto- 
intoxication of vanity. 

I doubt if it had not been for his love 
affair with Margaret Hamilton whether he 
would ever again have advocated violence or 
risked his hide by trying to play Robespierre. 
He would probably have remained content, 
after his Paris vacation among prime min- 
isters and generalissimos, to return to the 
boudoirs of his Fifth avenue and Long island 


_admirers, a clever young intellectual, com- 


peting cigaret in hand with Patience Worth 
as a drawing room attraction. 


But at Paris he met Margaret, whese 
father had gone there to help reorganize the 
finances of a ruined world. Had he been suc- 
cessful in marrying her he would have dis- 
appeared as a revolutionary and very likely 
turned up as a conservative diplomat at the 
court of St. James. 


There is no denying that he interested 
her, not so much the man as the agility and- 
versatility of his intelligence. And he was 
not backward in following it up. Margaret's 
father had no time to learn what she was 
doing and she saw Tarnow constantly. 
Being a straight ahead sort of girl they 
were calling each other by their first names 
in no time. His talk fascinated her. She 
did not know enough to auestion his prem- 
ises and his conclusions seemed unassail- 
able. At hig suggestion she read “ Fields, 
Factories, » and Workshops, “The Commu- 


He nist Manifesto,” and waded through a volume 


Das Kapital.” 

He crossed with the Hamiltons on the 
same steamer coming home, and ‘met her , 
father for the first time, under circumstances 
which were hound to have a definite effect 
upon the prosecution of his suit. Jack Ham- 
ilton saw the situation at a glance. Hoe 
didn’t know a thing about this serene, polite, 


perfectly poised young man with the gold 


eyeglasses and meticulous adjectives, but he 
perceived that he was shallow, self-impor- 
tant, and slightly cheap. He himself, as 


everybody knows, was’ a man of profound 


knowledge and intellectual power, whose ha- 
tive kindliness and courtesy had been in- 
tensified and polished by acquaintanceship 
with the foremost citizens of manatee, 
France, and America. 
_ It was the great man meeting the “ Smart 
Alec,” and the “Smart-Alec” realizing it. 
In an unguarded moment Tarnow once ad- 
mitted to me that he hated Hamilton from 
the first moment that he saw him on the 
deck of the George Washington. He did 
not tell me why, but I believe that he hated 
him because he knew that no matter what 
he did he could never be like him, the reason 
that every cad hates a gentfeman. : 
‘At Margaret’s request Hamilton invited 


‘Tarnow to sit at the same table with them 


in the dining room. Then the unequal con- 
test began. I can visualize it easily enough, 
the sound, experienced, practical financier 
good-naturedly demolishing the solemn argt- 
ments of the superficial theorist and showing 
him up for a sententious mountebank; the 
real man of the world taking all the gloss 
off Tarnow’s cheap drawing room patter; the 
great hearted American forcing faint protes- 
tations of loyalty from one for whom loyalty 
was a meaningless expression. : 

Before the Washington sighted Sandy 
Hook Margaret Hamilton was wondering 
what she had ever seen in either Tarnow 
or his talk. Tarnow, on the other hand, had 
no idea of what had been going on. He had 
capered in his most approved fashion for 
his future father-in-law and was entirely 
pleased with himself. His egotism did not 
admit the possibility that either the banker 
or his daughter would regard him as an un- 
desirable member of the Hamiltpn family. 

With. confidence he proposed to her their 
last evening on board, and, with the gentlest 


* consideration, was refused. She did not know 


what Tarnow really was, but she realized 


. that he was something so different from the 
kind of a man her father Was that she did 


not want to marry him. Tarnow knew it 
also, but that she should know it was too 


much for him to bear, That was what — 
turned his soul to gall; that, in the final anal-

“Red” by temperament. 

From that day he devoted himself to ‘tm 
task of trying to annihilate a social order 
in which he could be disregarded. He woul¢ 
bring these proud aristocrats to him crawling . 
on their knees. He would patperize and 
if necessary, destroy them. And he would 
have Margaret Hamilton for a wife, or, ii 
not, for a mistréss. What difference did 
it make what had happened in Russia? He 
believed himself cleverer than either Trotsky 
or Lenin. In the present state of things 
he would—for some subtle reason—alway: 
remain an outsider. Weil, he proposed to 
be an insider. Some day Jack Hamiltor 
would come and beg him for the love of — 
God to masry his daughter, When that. 
time came he would consider the matter. 

So Tarnow set about making everybody 
dissatisfied, and, availing himself of the con- 
nections he had made when on his tour of 


into negotiations with his old associate Trot- 
sky and became the actual representative 
in America of the forces seeking to induce 
chaos throughout the world. Only, as I have 
said, Tarnow’s scheme was a very simple 
one—merely to get people so disgusted that 
they would welcome any sort of change 


and so almost automatically accept the pan- 


acea of government which he would offer 
them with himself at the head of it. . 

That was why Paul Christopher seemed 
to Be playing so nicely into Tarnow’s hands. — 
Nobody knew who he was or from whence 
he had come, only that he was preaching 
the gospel of discontent with the most pro- 
‘found effect, due less to his oratorical gifts. 
than his extraordinary personal magnetism . 
and charm. People were pretty sick of the 
ordinary harangue on social revolution. 
What they wanted was flour, coal, sugar, 
and shoes, not words, words, words. There 
‘was great danger that the very conditions 
which Tarnow had precipitated would de- 
feat his own propaganda, that the “ prole- 
tariat ” would conclude that they were in 2 
sufficiently bad mess already without mak- 
ing it any worse. Fes, 3 

But Paul Christopher’s appearance gave 
a new fillip to it. If he hadn't been a zealot — 
burning with a religious fervor Tarnow — 
would have sent him a check, but under the 
circumstances he couldn’t. The man was 
doing it for love, accomplishing more by 
the curious force ef his strange personality 
than all of Tarnow’s hired agitators put — 
together. And all Tarnow had to do was to 
sit back and let him go ‘on preaching his 
doctrine of revolt. 

At first he had simply talked on street cor- 
ners or from the pedestal of some statue 
in Union square, but before long the inter- 


‘est which he excited grew to such an extent 


that he~was invited to speak froni various 
church puilpits. Soon his vogwe became so 
enormous that he held daily meetings in. 
Madison Square garden. Moody and Sanky, 

Dowie, Billy Sunday were nothing to him. 

There was a personal spiritual appeal about 

the man like that of John the Baptist. And 
he proclaimed a similar doctrine. The king- 

dom of heaven was at hand! The. people 

must repent in order that it might come 

and in order to be ready for it! Present 

conditions were intolerable and they must 
change them. | 

He offered no solution of the problem. He 

had no formule—no new ideas to sell. He 

pictured no Utopia to ensue upon-the adop- 

tion of some new political or social rear- 
rangement. His was a voice crying in a wil- . 
derness, which had once been the garden of 

the Lord. God had made the world good, ‘ 
and now it was evil. He contrasted things

as they were with what they had been in 


the past. They were living, he asserted, 
under a tyranny worse than that of tho 
Pharaohs—trying to make bricks without . 
straw, They must create a_new order df 
things. He did not say what. He was con- 
tent to preach revolf against life as it was. 
But while that was exactly what‘all the

COOKING LESSON I. about how much Jwill power and 


F LATE a number of people have 
applied to me for help to begin . 
to cook. That is, they want, 
seemingly, not to learn but to go 


‘at cooking by main force, as it were. 


The only way to do that sort of cooking 
is to watch some one cook, and then 
imitate’ them. That is how the art of 
cooking has been in large measure 
handed-down to us, passed from mother 
to daughter, and to her daughter, and 
then to daughter's daughters. | 

There is a-great deal. of fine ané 
useful food work being done by pure 
imitation. Knowledge and even skill 
in cold pack canning has been handed 
on to thousands and tens of thousands 
by this method. A true teacher dem- 
onstrator goes through this work 80 
clearly, every step, that girls only 10 
years old can imitate that teacher to 
perfection. 

Young girls have been even more 
successful in this work than older 
women, because they have nothing to 
tnlearn So important a part of home 
thrift is canning that some of the later 


domestic economy textbooks for the 


schools take it up first. It is practical, 
but not highly reasonable.

Each Textbook Different. 

A great number of textbooks on cook- 
ing have been written, but no two 
teachers present the subject in the 
same way. There is no agreement as 
to what the young student should learn 
first.

If the lubrication of the various parts 
of the mechanism is not properly at 
tended to, friction results, which causes 
wasteful consumption of power. A 
clutch that slips wastes an enormous 

percentage of the power delivered to it. 

If the wheels are out of alignment a 
dragging te set up, which consumes 
power. Brakes that drag or are other- 
wise out of order consume power, So it 
will be seen that this question of fuel 
waste is a fairly wide one, and re 
ducing waste to the minimum involves 
keeping the car generally in efficient 
running condition. 

A good deal of gasoline is wasted in 
the garage before it ever gets into the 
tank. For instance, many car owners 
wash small parts in gasoline. Kerosene 
is better for this purpose-and does not 
cost so much.
